Young Laurance Says 


It's Only Natural

NEW YORK (AP) —. Laurence Rockefeller, one of 


the world's richest young men, wants to move out of 
his family's Fifth Avenue duplex and into a Harlem 
tenement where he can live and work with the poor 


"Every time a Rockefeller 


says he wants to do something 
like this, people right 
think it's unnatural," said the 
nephew ot Gov. Nelson A. Rock- 
efeller. 


"But actually, for me, it's the 


natural thing," he explained. 
"It's natural for me to want to 
go somewhere 
and help peo- 
ple." 


To achieve that end, Rocke- 


feller, 22, hopes to join VISTA, 
the federal government's do- 
mestic Peace Corps team work- 
ing now in the slums of Harlem. 


"I haven't yet made any for- 


mal application because of sev- 
eral reasons," he said. "One is 
that I didn't want word to get 
out about my plans until after 
the election. 
PUBLICITY? 


"Some people might think it 


was just to get publicity for my 
uncle's campaign." 


But word of his desires did 


leak out and young Rockefeller 
said, "It is very embarrassing 
for me, especially since nothing 
formal lias been done yet." 


As a member of the Army 


Reserve Strategic Intelligence 
Corps, he said he is subject to 
call for six months of active 
duly. 


"But they have been slow in 


calling the Reserves and I am 
hoping I will be able to apply 
for and get into the VISTA corps 
before I am called." 


As a VISTA worker, Rocke- 


feller said he would live full 
time in Harlem, being given 
only money enough for room 
and food 
and $50 for 
every 


month I serve." He says he 
would serve until called to ac- 
tive Army duty. 


"I have been doing things on 


my own for sonic time now," be 
said. "I spent a vacation in Ven- 
ezuela in I9G2 and lived in a 
ranch 
house 
where 
roaches 


tried to crawl into my mouth 
when I was asleep and rats ran 
around inside the walls.

"I have been on rough fishing 


(rips and I flew around the 
world in a small plane. So I 
don't think I'll be too shocked at 
what I find." 


His desire to join the domestic 


Peace Corps was described in 
part by Rockefeller as "carry- 
ing on in the tradition of the 
family."

Quick Social Security Hike Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House 


members are showing a strong 
inclination toward seeking So- 
cial Security benefit increases a 
year earlier than recommended 
by President Johnson. 


In a surprise move Thursday, 


the House Ways and Means 
Committee ordered legislation 
drafted for study today. And 
both 
Republicans and Demo- 


crats on the committee talked of 
starting additional benefits to 
pensioners Jan. 1, 19G7. 


Johnson's proposal lor' higher 


benefits and other added fea- 
tures 
was 
suggested 
for 


congressional 
consideration 


next year — to become effective 
on Jan. 1, 1968. 


One source said the Ways and 


Means Committee would vote 
unanimously for an early start 
if Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 
Ark., indicated he would favor 
sending a bill to the House. 
SUMS SILENT 


Mills made no comment. But 


the senior Republican member 
01 the committee, Hep, John W. 


Byrnes of Wisconsin, said he is 
gratified that the committee has 
"seen fit immediately to consid- 
er 
legislation to provide in- 


creases in Social Security bene- 
fits to offset increases in the 
cost of living before the ad- 
journment ot Congress." 


One version of the draft legis- 


lation, prepared at Byrnes' re- 
quest, would provide a prompt 8 
per cent increase in Social Secu- 
rity benefits. Byrnes said this 
could be financed without in- 
creasing taxes, and Congress 


could consider Johnson's broad- 
er proposals — and any taxes 
they involved — at leisure next 
year. 


Another draft bill incorporat- 


ed the essentials of Johnson's 
proposals, but with a Jan. l 
1967, 
starting date. It

prepared at the request of Rep. 
James A. Burke, D-Mass. 


All sides recognized the politi- 


cal pressures surrounding the 
eleventh-hour consideration of 
Social Security legislation by a 
Congress eager to adjourn and 


get on with campaigning for the 
Nov. 8 elections. 


Republicans have been press- 


ing, for immediate action ever 
since the administration propos- 
als were made public Tuesday 
Thursday, a substantial number 
of Democrats joined In. 


At his news conference Thurs- 


day, Johnson stayed away from 
specifics about the starting time 
for the increases. He said he

The highway project on the 


norlh and easl sides of the city 
was abandoned and the stale is 
stuck with the land. A public 
auction is scheduled for 1 p.m. 
Nov. 8 in Bcnton Harbor city 
hall. 


More than $140,000 was spent 


in land purchases for the M-139 
rerouting that was killed by a 
Supreme court decision ordering 
an overpass at the Chesapeake 
and Ohio railroad tracks. The 
overpass would have tacked an 
extra SI million onlo the project 
and the Highway department 
decided it would be cheaper to 
scrub the whole thing. 


The entire portion of M-139 


north of Main street in Bcnton 
Harbor will be abandoned by 
tile stale and turned over to 
local units. The state is pro- 
ceeding with plans for widening 
M-139 
south 
from 
the 
1-94 


overpass to Main street. 


Most of the lots slated for the 


auction block are along Wau- 
konda avenue. In addition the 
state has agreed to deed 12 
parcels to the city for $9,380. 
Portions 
intended 
for 
actual 


highway use will be given free 
to the city. 


Other uncounted costs in the 


scrapped project are planning, 
'rouble of families who had to 
relocate plus the loss in taxes to 
the city in the six or more 
years the state held the proper- 
ty. Most of this property will be 
returned to city tax rolls, but 
without the benefit of taxes of 
the bouses that once stood on 
Ihe land.

recover the state's purchase 
price in cases where houses 
have been demolished and the 
parcel is now raw land. Here 
are examples:

Antitrust laws, which have certainly been on the books in 


the United States IOHR enough to have become an established 
fact, continue to evoke controversy. Perhaps, even under the 
rnost judicious administration, such laws always will create 
dissension. 


No one likes to he lold his operation stifles competition 


and therefore is illegal when right down the street there is 
another firm as large or larger which goes unnoticed. 


But the factor which causes Die most controversy is the 


lack of restraint placed on the government. Many cases in 
recent months have been tried and resolved 
on 
the 


fl-ovenimeni'.s word alone and many rulings have been 
handed down by the Justice Department and the regulatory 
commissions which not only went uncontented by 
the 


affected companies but went beyond the limits of the law 
into areas reserved for management. 


To cite a few examples, the Federal Trade Commission not 


lomr ago permitted Kiidicott-.Tolmson (o retain another shoe 
comnany it acquired, but only on the condition it not buy 
another company without prior KIT' approval for the next 
20 years. The future of this company is now held largely in 
the hands of the commissioners. 


Beatrice Foods C'o. was ordered to sell four dairy firms to 


nn FT('-am>roved buyer, and prohibited from buying any 
more for the next 10 years. Most recently, the FTC took a 
look at the planned merger of K. .(. Kovvelte Inc., and 
Sparlnns Industries and agreed to the merger in principle. 


Vint the price paid by the two firms was that sales of the 


merged firm would be cut by 20 per cent, and that 90 stores 
currently owned by Spartans would be disposed of, along 
with Korvclte's interest in a Xew York discount store chain. 
In addition, the new firm will be limited in the amount of 
company-produced apparel it sells in its stores. 


Neither Congress, the Justice Department nor the Federal 


Trade Commission would go far without raising a hue and 
cry from the business rnmniunily if any of them were to 
announce that hence forth they would make the decisions 
previously reserved to management. But, by doing just that 
one case at: a time, the FTC seems to be catching the 
business world in a it-can't-happen-here trance. 


It not only can, it is. 


A Good Idea 


A Kansas congressman, 
Rep. 
Garner 
Shriver, 
has 


introduced legislation calling for a select investigating 
committee under minority control. 


The committee would function only when the executive 


and legislative branches of the government are controlled by 
the same political party. H would have 15 members, 
appointed by the speaker. Eight would be of the minorily 
party and seven from the majority party. 


Its duties would be to determine whether federal laws are 


being enforced and administered in accordance with their 
intent; whether departments and agencies conduct their 
operations economically and 
efficiently; 
whether 
these 


consult with other departments and agencies with related 
responsibilities, and whether the various arms of the federal 
government are supplying full and accurate information to 
the public as required by law. 


The complexity of the federal bureaucracy, which would 


make the proposed committee's work so difficult and time- 
consuming, would also argue in favor of its creation. The 
party in power usually is bent upon convincing everyone 
that all is well in the best of possible worlds. And tno 
frequently the minority parly does not live up to its historic 
function of investigation and objection. 


It would be good to have a congressional committee 


expressly charged with the responsibility of being a 
watchdog. If the majority party paid little attention to its 
findings, the public would. 


Urban Trails 


Any similarity between downtown Philadelphia or Detroit 


and a wilderness may be purely coincidental, but a dozen 
large cities are getting federal "wilderness" grants. 


The grants are helping to pay for "wilderness trails" with- 


in city limits. The trails will enable hikers, horseback 
riders and vmmotomed cyclists to answer the call of the 
wild without leaving town. 


In Nebraska, a 90-minule bike trail will pass through the 


heart of Omaha. In Seattle, a cedar-plank trail will let 
wildlife-watchers enter a marsh without disturbing the 
creatures that live there. 


Many cities have stream valleys as rugged as Washing- 


ton's Rock Creek and Philadelphia's Wis.sabirkon. Others 
have^ broad waterways, lakefronts or even small mountains 
within the city limits. In most cases, these areas already are 
well developed' as parkland, but trails might unite two or 
more such areas to increase iheir potential recreation.

arbitrarily deprived of playing 
this or any sport. One cannot HO 
through life measuring the poss- 
ible dangers in any activity 
without 
eventually 
developing 


severe psychological handicaps. 


The American Medical Asso- 


ciation has a committee which 
devotes 
itself 
to 
safely 
in 


sports. I has repeatedly shown 
that "serious disabling injuries 
of the back are unusual in 
sports among persons who have 
a sound spine to begin with." 


If there is any history of 


unusual back, neck or 
spine 


injuries 
or 
deformities then 


certainly 
this 
contact 
sport 


should bo forbidden. There is a 
possibility that birth defects of 
the spine may bring an added 
risk. 


In the absence of these high 


risk findings your boy would 
benefit markedly if he were 
allowed 
to 
play 
within 
the 


limits of his capabilities. 


Athletic c o a c h e s in high 


schools and colleges carefully 
screen 
all of 
their players 


during 
the 
arduous 
training 


period and never expose their 
charges to any 
unreasonable 


strains in training and playing. 


Football equipment 
is now 


manufactured w i t h excellent 
protective material. The eyes 
and the nose are shielded and 
the 
head 
protected 
by solid 


resistant helmets. 


During 
the training 
period 


coaches carefully evaluate the 
stamina of their players and do 
not 
ovcrextend 
them 
during 


games. 


With all these forces at work 


the possibility of danger to the 
players is lessened. 


The pliychological advantages

If North 
wins the diamond, hn is bound 
to give you the tenth trick 
whether he returns a diamond 
(establishing a trick for you), 
or a club (into your A-Q), or a 
spade (giving you a ruff and 
discard). 


If South wins (lie diamond 


and returns a low club, you 
finesse the nine, thus endplay- 
ing North so that he must yield 
the game-going trick.

If South wins the ten of 


diamonds and returns a low 
diamond, you discard, a club, 
thus i n s u r i n g the contract, 
while if South returns a spade, 
you get a ruff and discard.

2. If you were to play the ace 
and another club after winning 
the spade, you would almost 
surely go down even though you 
found the clubs divided 2-1. One 
defender or the other would win

high school. The institute ends 
today and is sponsored by the 
Benton Harbor Federation of 
Teachers, 
Local 
1342 (AFL- 


CIO). 


The sessions are not related 


to the annual teacher institutes, 
now being held in Kalamazoo by 
the Michigan Education associ- 
ation and attended by some 
6,000 teachers from throughout 
southwestern Michigan. 


Linne told the group that the 


federation 
will 
strive 
for 
a 


bargaining agent election here, 
even if the matter has to be 
taken 
all 
the 
way to 
the 


Michigan Supremo court. 


The bargaining agent issue 


was the subject of an unfair 
labor 
practice 
hearing held 


Tuesday in Lansing before the 
Michigan 
L a b o r Mediation 


board. Charges that the lienton 
Harbor school board acted il- 
legally by appointing the Benton 
Harbor Education association as 
bargaining agent for the district 
were brought by the local union. 
The board acted on petitions by 
75 per cent of the teachers. A 
hearing decision is anticipated 
in about two months. 


Arnold Smith, a Bcnton Har- 


bor high school history teacher 
and federation local president, 
told the session yesterday that, 
as far as he could see, the 
hearing Tuesday went well for

sales of $288,015,000. 


Third quarter e a r n i n g s 


amounted to $5,917,000, equal to 
55 cents a share, on sales of 
$118 GG8.000. In the comparable 
19G5 quarter, Clark earned $7,- 
172000, or 66 cents a share, on 
sales of $109,445,000. 


Sales for the third quarter and 


first nine months have been re- 
stated to give effect to the ac- 
quisition on July 29, 19G6, of 
Hancock Mfg. Co. which was ac- 
counted for on a polhng-of-m- 
ferest basis. 
Substantial cost increases cur- 


tailed earnings in the third quar- 
ter, Walter E. Schirmer, presi- 
dent, said. 
. 
"The 
failure of earnings to 


match sales growth in the third 
quarter is largely attributable to 
continued 
overtime 
expenses 


and operating inefficiencies, he 
said "We expect the effect of 
these factors to decrease as our 
new facilities come into use. 


(Clark has earmarked $25,000,- 


000 for capital expenditures m 
19G6, up from $9.2 million spent 
for new facilities in 1965.) 


"In addition, there have been 


substantial increases in some of 
the materials which we buy and 
in wage costs under our labor 
contracts. These increases have 
not vet been offset by the in- 
creased efficiency flowing from 
our expanded capacity and the 
effect of minor price increases 
which we have been forced to 
make in the last s e v e r a l 
months," Schirmer said 


On the brighter side, he said, 


the level of incoming orders re- 
mained strong through the third 
quarter with demand spread 
proportionately across all ma- 
ior operating divisions.

fourth quarter is mixed. Sales 
should continue to use, bchir- 
mcr said, but the company ex- 
pects to continue to feel the 
pinch of increased costs m the 
final 1066 quarter.
